Human lives 


were crushed out by tons of falling 
bricks and iion and hurled into the 
depths of despair. Women are calling 
for their husbands, children are calling 
for their fathers, and mothers are call- 
iag for their sons, and there is not an 
answer to the cry. This is but a 
shadow of acalamity that befell this city 
this morning Its horrors will never be 
fully told. Its suddenness was almost 
the chief horror.

est nation on earth there has been a 
catastrophe unparalleled in the annals 
of its history, and m every mind there 
is a horrible conviction that its cause 
is to be found in the criminal negli- 
gence of a government too parsimon- 
ious to provide for the safety of its 
loyul servants by erecting buildings 
proper for their accommodation 


It was between 9 30 and 10 o'clock 


this morning that the floors of the old 
B'ord 
theater 
building on Tenth 


street, occupied by the records and 
pension division of the surgeon-gen- 
eral's office fell in as though they had 
been cards of a card house. On each 
floor were scores of men ntwork With- 
out warning they wore carried down as 
by an awful cataract. The flood was 
made up of iron girds hardly strong 
enough to support the walls, but heavy 
enough to stamp out men,s lives; of 
bricks held together by plaster long 
si ice dried out, of wooden beams that 
had been in place too long. There was 
no escape from such a flood TEe gov- 
ernment of a great nation could not 
atford to provide a safe building for its 
faithful employes, but herded them to- 
gether in a building whose unsound 
condition was notorious. 


There is shame and remorse in the 


souls of some men who were responsi 
ble for the state of things that con- 
fined the men working for their daily 
bread in a building that everyone in 
the city of Washington knew was un- 
safe. 


Twenty-eight years ago was another 


tragedy within the walls of this build- 
ing. The news of it was flashed to the 
four quarters of the earth and it 
brought consternation 
wherever it 


went. The man killed was the presi- 
dent of the United States. 
As though 


the building had borne a curse upon it 
from that time, it ended its career in a 
fitting manner. 


Those of the multitude who thouglft 


of something besides the catastrophe 
remarked upon the strange coincidence 
that the building in which John Wilkes 
Booth slew President Lincoln should 
fall and kill scores of people on the 
very day that the body of the assassin's 
brother was laid to its final rest 


Evidence found in the official records 


shows that ai long ago as 1885, this 
building, which the government pur- 
chased after the assassination and used 
as an army museum, was officially pro- 
claimed by congress an unsafe deposi- 
tory for even the inanimate skeletons, 
mummies and books of the army med- 


museum, and a safer place was pro- 


vided, but notwithstanding that in the 
public press and in congress attention 
wa« called to the walls of the building, 
and its darkness and general nnsuita- 
bility and la safety, it continued to be 
used for the dally employment of BOO 
government servants. 


While the work of rescue was going 


m men who bad been strangers to emo- 
tion, wupt Uke obtttao and tan* 


were most inefficient, but in a little 
while system prevailed. 
As the bleed- 


ing and mangled bodies were brought 
out groans and outcries arose on all 
bands. One man was found sticking 
head first in the debris. 
His feet were 


seen first, and soon his legs were un- 
covered and seen to move, showing he 
was still alive. As fast as human hands 
could work those rescuers did, and 
soon they had the unfortunate man 
out. He was alive when brought ou>; 
into the air, but died before reaching 
the ambulance in the street This was 
but one of the many shocking scenes.

THE GREAT ICE AGEb. 


There are unmistakable evidences 


that ice and glacier snows have covered 
great portions of the earth where now 
are our most fertile countries and 
pleasant climates, but in searching for 
a cause our fcdontists are addicted to 
lar-t'etched theories. They are not will- 
ing to reason irom kaown facts but are 
prone to adopt impossible hypotheses. 
All agrae that the ice sheets were very 
like that \vhich covers the north pole 
withm the arctic circle. I believe that 
the ice age of the north polar and south 
polar regions. 
Could such be the 


case? 


It is not possible that the poles and 
of I equator of the earth are permanent. It 


is well known that they are not. Law 
requires that at great intervals more 
rapid changes should occur. 


This earth has gradually grown from 


a single atom to its pra.sent dimensions 
and if it has required a million years 
to accumulate from space and lay down 
the ten miles of debris in the geologic- 
ally surveyed surface of the earth then 
it must have required 400 times that 
long to accumulate the 4,000 miles that 
onstitnte the earth's radius. 


GROWTH OP THE CAKTH. 


The accumulations from space are at 


and near the earth's equator and not at 
the poles 
Therefore all planetary 


bodies have greater diameters through 
their equators than through their 
poles. 
Since the last 
change of 


the earth's equator and poles all the 
former low places about the new equa- 
tor have been filled up, and now the 
diameter through the equator is 26 
miles greater than through the poles. 


The earth receives its accumulations 


from space principally through animal,

Plant an acorn in a tub of dirt and 
when the oak has grown to a ton in 
weight the dirt will weigh as much as 
it did when the acorn was planted. The 
truth of this can be established in a 
shorter period by planting a hill of 
corn in a tub of dirt. There will be no 
change in the weight of the soil but a 
rapid increase in the weight of the 
corn. 
These experiences f'illy illus- 


trate the growth of the earth from veg- 
etable and coral accumulations near 
the earth's equator. 


Rainfall is immensely greater near 


the equator than in more northern lat- 
itudes and this rainwater contains mat- 
ter that greatly aids in building up the 
fibrous structures of vegetation. By 
this greater rainfall at the equator a 
much larger amount of ammonia is de- 
posited there than in more northern 
latitudes. 


Prof. Vail, one of our geological 


writers makes one of his notable mis- 
takes herein. 
He claims that great 


floods have falllen at the earth's poles, 
an absurd idea that no meteorologist 
can entertain. 
His theory is that 


aqueous belts about the earth would 
gravitate toward the poles, when every 
known fact proves exactly the reverse 
of this.

Bow F»st Does Thought Travel? 


Professor Donders of Utrecht has made 


Borne interesting experiments m »8a«> 
to the rapidity of thought. By means 
of two instruments, which he calls the 
"neomatachograph" and the "noerna- 
taehometer," he obtained some impor- 
tant results. His experiments show that 
it takes the brain .067 of a second to 
elaborate a single idea. Writing in re- 
gard to this Professor Donders saye: 
"Doubtless tho timo reqxared for the 
brain to act is not the same in all indi- 
viduals. 1 believe, however, that my 
instruments may be perfected until we 
will be able to determine the mental 
caliber of our friends without our friends 
knowing that wo nro testing their apt- 
ness.'' The professor further says: "Foi 
the eye to receive an impression requires 
.077 of a second, and for the ear to appre- 
ciate a sound .049 of a second is neces- 
sary. Theso curious experiments have 
established one fact at least—viz, that 
the eye acts with nearly double the 
rapidity of tho car."-Pmladelphia Press.

A Volcano In Honolulu. 


Tlio floor of Kileauea is at certain 


periods subject to overflow by floods of 
tosh lava from Halemaumau, which 
will probably destroy large sections of 
;he aforesaid trail, necessitating much 
labor in renewing it. This can hardly 
occnr under two years from now, as it 
will probably take that length of time 
for the level of the molten lake to work 
up the 200 feet or more necessary to en- 
able it to discharge itself on the main 
floor. During tho last period of over- 
flow, in, 1889-80, many IhoiiBands of acres 
of the main floor in Kileauea. teceived 
fresh coatings of lava, In the Immediate 
vicinity of Halemauinati pit tho leavings 
were piled to a thickness of from 20 to 50 
feet. 


Meantime the lake, 800 feet in diam- 


eter, is overflowing every few days upon 
the lava floor around it, which is per- 
haps 250 feet lower than the brink of 
the circular pit, which is 2,400 feet in di- 
ametei 
The American minister, Mr. 


Stevens, who was there recently, count- 
ed 12 fire fountains playing in the lake 
at ono time. In April last we measured 
the largest fountains with en instru- 
ment. The Bellow, pulsating thrice a 
minuto, was 50 feet in diameter arid 150 
feet high. Its action was Btsady and in- 
essant duriag the week wo were there, 
ither fountains wevo nwio (vinous, but 
itermitteut. On the whole, the present 
spect of the volcano is unusually satis- 
actory for ob&tnvation by visitors.— 
lonolnln Friend.
